That they 
jare cheaper even than in the United 
States was unknown to the commis- 
sary department of the American navy, 
(which recently shipped to the flotilla 
(about 10,000 bushels of potatoes which 
were never unloaded. After discharg- 
ing its cargo of other foodstuffs, the 
naval supply ship was sent to another 
[port, where the potatoes were sold to-

Fresh meat also is cheaper in Ire* 


load than in England or the United 
States. The Americans buy a large 
'part of their meat ashore. Porter- 
'house steaks are from five to seven 


I cents a pound cheaper than In the 
'United States. 


The Americans are Impressed by the 


large portions served in Ireland as 
compared with the lean ones they get 
in England. For three shillings they 
get a meal which includes soup, fish 
or lobster and sometimes both, hot or 
cold meat, dessert, cheese and biscuits, 
and tea or coffee. The same meal in 
a hotel of corresponding grade in 
England would cost at least six shill- 
ings.

Provisional agreement on a series ol 
important points, including liberation 
of war prisoners and resumption of 
commercial relations, was reported by 
delegates of Russia and the central 
powers in dljicusslon of issues which, 
in the event of a general peace, would 
have to be settled among the nations 
represented 
in 
the 
negotiations at 
Brest-LItovsk, 
This provisional discussion was ter­ 
minated on Friday, tho basis of the 
agreement being reached under the 
reservation that it was to be exam­ 
ined by the governments represented 
by the delegates. 
In respect of treaty relations, all 
understanding was arrived at regard­ 
ing the restoration of the situation as 
it existed when the war began. 
It was provlfled that certain laws 
adopted during the war shouild be 
canceled, 
and 
that 
those 
affected 
thereby should be restored to their 
previous rights or Indemnified. 
Tho rules in regard to payment of 
war costs and damage were defined 
in 
greater 
detail. 
Provisions were 
made concerning damages sustained 
by civilians outside the war area. 
An agreement 
in 
principle 
was 
reached regarding tho reciprocal lib­ 
eration and return to their hom^^s of 
war prisoners and interned civilians, 
and also for the return of captured 
merchant vessels. 
Speedy resumption of diplomatic 
and consular relations Is embraced In 
the understanding. It is set forth that 
there shall be immediate stoppage of 
economic warfare, establishment of 
commercial intercourse and tho organ­ 
ized exchange of commodities.

world. The immense amount of land 
under the plow impresses him, and he 
tallis with many farmers ^Yho boast of 
the record prices they are getting for 
their produce, especially their live 
stock. 
Cows, sheep and pigs are so 
X)lL^itlful that the beautiful rollinij^ 
landscape is fairly dotted with them. 
Neither is tho farmer troubled with 
a shortage of labor, as in England. 
Labor is plentiful and of good qual­ 
ity, the laborers, not only in the agri­ 
cultural, but also in the industrial dis­ 
tricts, being largely young men and 
women. 
This favorable labor situa­ 
tion is due largely to the fact thart 
there luis been practically no emigra­ 
tion from Ireland for three years, and 
the thousiand:! of young men and wom­ 
en wlio formerly set out for Amerira 
each month now remain in the coun­ 
try.

Special Finger-print Camera. 


For police officers nnd others who 


have need of getting finger-print evi- 
dence from material that cannot be 
preserved or removed from Its environ- 
ment, a special camera has been per- 
fected.

In 
operating the camera no photographic 
skill or experience nor even a tripod 
Is necessary. The camera is held tight 
against the surface of the door, ceiling 
wallpaper or whatever the finger-print 
has been made. The shutter release 
lever is then pressed down; this au- 
tomatically closes the circuit to the 
four lamps Inside the camera and thus 
lights them, providing the illumination 
for the exposure. The necessary cur- 
rent is provided by storage batteries 
iuulde the camera.—Popular Science 
Monthly.

My informant illus- 
trates the contrast with an incident 
that came tinder his notice while his 
regiment lay intrenched at Swakop- • 
mtmd during the "German South- 
west" campaign. One morning the 
men of the Union advanced posts saw 
approaching them from the- desert 
three living skeletons, who staggered 
like drunken men as they groped 
tlieir -nay blindly through the fur- 
nace of sand. A comrade lay help- 
less a mile or so behind, too far gone 
to walk. He %\as brought in later, 
unconscious, but still alive. The four 
heroes—captives in the hands of the 
Hun—had preferred the chances of 
death to the grim certainty of a cruel 
and galling captivity, and had man- 
aged to escape from tlieir jailers un- 
der cover of darkness.

Grow Grain in Western Canada, 


Make Profits, and Show 


Greater Patriotism. 


The nation-wide cry of "More Effi- 


ciency" has now reached even the most 
remote agricultural sections and there 
Is a general interest amongst tho farm* 
ers to increase their products and to 
reduce their expenses. The need of 
foodstuffs is greater than the world 
has ever before known, and every ef- 
fort is being' used to meet the world's

For police ollicers and otiiers who 
have need of getting finger-print evi­ 
dence from material that cannot be 
jireserved or removed from Its environ­ 
ment, a special camera has been per­ 
fected, Xt takes a photograph of the 
finger-print wiierever it may be. In 
operating the camera no photographic 
skill or ex])erlence nor even a tripod 
is necessary. TJie camera Is held tight 
against the surface of the door, ceiling 
wallpaper or whatever the finger-print 
has been made. The shutter release 
lever Is then pressed down; this au­ 
tomatically closes the circuit to tho 
four lamps Inside tlie camera and thus 
lights them, providing the Illumination 
for the exposure.

Harvesting Shellac. 


Shellac is a resinous substance, de- 


posited on the twigs of various trees 
In India and southern Asia by the lac 
Insects. At the proper time the twigs 
are broken off by the native collec- 
tors and exposed to the sun to kill the 
Insects and to dry the lac. These 
twigs with the attached resin, In* 
closed Insects and ova constitute the 
stick lac. Seed lac Is obtained from 
Stick lac by removing the resinous con- 
cretions from the twigs and triturat- 
ing with water. The greater part of 
the coloring matter la dissolved and 
the granular portion, which remains 
after drying, la the seed lac. Shell 
lac, or shellac, la obtained-by melting 
the seed lac in cotton cloth bags, strain- 
ing and allowing It to drop on to sticks 
or leaves. In this way the resin 
spreads Into thin plates, In which state 
It la found In commerce. <

HIS OPPORTUNITY 


Harvesting Shellac. 
Shellac is a resinous substance, de­ 
posited on the twigs of various trees 
in India and southern Asia by the lac 
insects. At the proper time the twigs 
are broken off by the native collec­ 
tors and exposed to the sun to kill the 
insects and to dry the lac. 
These 
twigs with the attached resin, In­ 
closed insects and ova constitute the 
Slick lac. 
Seed lac Is obtained from 
Itick lac by removing the resinous con­ 
cretions from the twigs and triturat­ 
ing with water. The greater part of 
the coloring matter Is dissolved and 
the granular portion, which remains 
after drying, is the seed lac. 
Shell 
lac, or shellac, Is obtained by melting 
the seed lac in cotton cloth bags, strain­ 
ing and allowing it to drop on to sticks 
or leaves. 
In this ’^vay the resin 
spreads into thin plates, in which state 
it is found in commerce.

Encouragement and Training of Youth

The principal objects to be attained 
through the promotion of boys' agri­ 
cultural clubs, as defined by those in 
charge of this work, are: 
1. To encourage and train boys 
along the lines of tho activities ol 
country life. 
2. To put into practice the facts oi 
scientific agriculture obtained from 
books, bulletins, etc. 
3. To bring the school life of the 
boy into closer relationship to his 
home life. 
4. To assist in the development of 
the spirit of co-opei*ation in the family 
and in the community. 
E. To dignify and magnify the voca­ 
tion of the farmer by demonstrating 
the returns which may be secured 
from farming when it is properly con­ 
ducted. 
6. To enlarge the vision of the boy 
and to give him definite 'purposes at 
an important period in his life. 
7. To furnish to the aggressive, pro­ 
gressive rural schoolteacher an oppor-

Canada that tho stutement mado by 
Sir Thomas White, Canadian Minister 
of Fim^uce, of the Goterumoni s plan« 
for raising war revenue should be giv­ 
en the widest circulation.

mado it clear that the rfcvenuo wlh be 
raised by taxing the profits of iucor- 
pomted companion whenever tho»e 
profits exceed seron per cent, and the 
profits of unincorporated firms or part­ 
nerships when the profits ‘cs:ceed ten 
per cent. 
On all such excoss profita 
these companies or firms will have to 
contribute one-quarter to th-e Govern* 
mont 
Transportation 
companies» 
banks, mining, milling, and other com­ 
panies will bo subject to this taxation, 
but lifo Insurance companies, and com­ 
panies with loss than fifty thousand 
dollars capitalization, and compani«* 
firms, or Individuals engaged tn agr.l* 
culture or stock raising, arc exempt, 
and pay no part of this tnxatk>n. The 
only other additional taxation p»o* 
posed is an increase of fifty cents a 
baxTcl in the customs duty on apples, 
and ono-balf cent a gallon tn customs 
duty on certain kinds of oils. 
It will be noticed that this taxation 
fG being anplied in such a way that it 
does not afi'ect farmers in the slight­ 
est degree, except, perhaps, through & 
small increase in cost of apples and 
oil. The war revenue is to be paid out 
of the profita of the big firms and com­ 
panies with capital of over fifty thou­ 
sand dollars, and oven these are al­ 
lowed aoven per cent hi some cases, 
and ten per cent ’n others, of clear 
profits before they have to pay any 
l>art of this taxation. 
It will bo seen 
that the v/holo policy is to place tho 
war expenditure taxation on those who 
nave been making big profits and are 
able to pay it, and to encourage farm­ 
ing and stockraising by exempting 
farmers and stock-raisors from the tax­ 
ation. This ought to set at rest every 
rumor that the farmer or the farmer'* 
land IS being taxed to pay the cost ot 
the v;ar.—Advertisement.

Paris.—One of the latest and most 


•uccessful "confidence games" In the 
United States today, judging from let- 
ters and newspaper reports, is the as- 
sertion of nondescripts that they are 
returned American "heroes" of the 
French foreign legion, or of the Lafay- 
ette escadrlile. Almost daily the le- 
gionaries and aviators at the front 
send me clippings from American pa- 
pers which tell of the valorous exploits 
cf a certain man "back from the war," 
whose deeds and often whose name 
ate unknown on the battle front. It is 
at the request of many of the brave 
Americans who are really fighting that 
I write a woitl of warning against the 
fraudulent "warriors" who are exploit- 
Ing the war fever in the United States, 
writes Paul Ayres Rockwell in the 
Chicago News.

Tlie 
real Sergeunt Zinn has no half broth- 
ers or "sisters. He returned to France 
from a short leave in America last 
March.

ts referred to as a lieutenant and the 
youngest member of the Lafayette 
escadrille, who "has been very success- 
ful in battling against German war 
planes. Several of his heroic deeds are 
chronicled." The name of Bryner has 
never appeared ou the roll call of the 
Lafayette flying unit.

A man who deserted from the French 


aviation corps after France had spent 
over $5,000 teaching him how to fly Is 
today a lieutenant and chief pilot at 
an American aviation school. He never 
flew at the front and was never under 
fire, although he has given out many 
Interviews describing his heroic ex- 
ploits while fighting the Germans. 


A number of other Americans who 


enlisted in the French aviation corps 
and were trained as flyers at the ex- 
pense of the already overburdened 
French nation went to the United 
States directly after being brevetted, 
without ever having gone to the front.

Some of these 
men are so shamelessly lacking in 
honor that even in the training camp 
they announced to their American com- 
rades that they had not enlisted with 
the intention of fighting, but to learn a 
paying occupation, &o as to return to 
Ameiica and make money.

history. The enormous outpouring of 
treasure in money and supplies lequir- 
ed to keep the grand fleet in condition 
to leaie at a moment's notice for an 
engagement with the enemy accom- 
plishes maximum results. 
After a 


week's visit with the fleet, the New 
York Sun's correspondent was able to 
obtain a general idea of the results at- 
tained and of the plans upon which 
this enormous fighting force operates. 


Primarily the grand fleet is protect- 


ing England from an attack by the Ger- 
man fleet. Since the beginning of the 
war Germany has known of the exist- 
ence of this superior force lying silent- 
ly in wait at its base in northern wa- 
ters and the thought of contact with it 
has kept the Teuton navy well within 
protected harbors.

This is done 
altogether on paper, the admiral of the 
fleet sending out messages giving the 
imaginary location of his vessels. At 
a given hour he sends out a message 
sa>mg tho enemy is sighted in a cer- 
tain position. The fleet is supposed to 
be sailing at a siven speed and when 
the various vessels come within range 
they proceed to engage the enemy. On 
paper many German fleets have been 
sunk and many allied ships have sunk 
to D.ivv Jones' locker. Another meth- 
od of keeping the men Involved in the 
lighting is through a war "game," in 
which the whole licet is plotted out on 
charts and certain men designated to 
command the enemy vessels, directing 
their movements and playing their wits 
and knowledge against others who are 
supposed to be commanding British 
cruisers. 


The same methods are used aboard 


all the hundreds of craft that dot the 
harbor.

Foreign Population, Including 


Their Own Kindred Still 


in England.

London. — At certain periods the 


greatest city in the world has endured 
almost nightly attacks from squadrons 
of gigantic airplanes with their accom- 
paniment of shattering bombs and 
aerial torpedoes, dazzling pyrotechnics 
and appalling noise, as the hundreds of 
cannon In and about the metropolis 
have belched into the sky more than 
twenty projectiles per gun per minute. 


The reporter who tries to write a 


descriptive story of these raids and 
their effect is faced by the disturbing 
fact that 7,000,000 Londoners behave, 
under fire, in half a million different 
«avs. Tragedy and buffoonery, tears 
and laughter, joyous excitement and 
terror, revelry and prayer, I have seen 
each a score of times repeated, in a 
score of groups, -while the Gothas 
were buzzing overhead. 
Perhaps the 


oest way to convey some impression 
•>f the kaleidoscopic happenings that 


to make up a night raid in these 


lays of protective 
barrages, when 


people sigh for the good old quiet Zep- 
oelin nights, will be to detail some of 
the things I have seen and heard my- 
*plf, wandering about London while 
..he city was under fire. 


Before the war. all tourists will re- 


aiember, a familiar and maddening 
sound in London was the incessant 
ilowing of whistles to summon taxis. 
Today hospitals are everywhere, and, 
3ut of regard for the patients, vvhis- 
ilrng for cabs is not allowed. In the 
•>vening the streets fill with traffic, the- 
iter and restaurant crowds throng the 
oavement, glancing up now and then 
\t the round and sinister moon, betrav- 
ng no other sign that would serve to 
make the scene unlike that to be vvit- 
lossed on Piccadilly any moonlight 
aight ia peace time. 


When the Alarm Sounds. 


A whistle blows, it sounds liko a 


axi whistle. Perhaps once it was one. 
fnstantly the throngs of people on the 
sidewalk melt away. Every doorway 
receives its little ?roup, the doors are 
nrickly opened, the cellars placed at 
lie disposal of whoever cares to make 
use of them. 
Throngs crowd about 


the tube entrances, of which more 
later. 
Street traffic for the moment 


seems demoralized, confused. 
Taxis 


iiid busses clash wildly about, scein- 
'ngly helter skelter. But each cabman 
ind bus driver knows where he is go- 
ng. The busses are drawn up in lines 
>n the side streets, and their passen- 
gers and crew take cover. The taxis 
*<urry under bridges and sheds, where 
they are safe from small fragments 
dropping from the clouds. 


Five minutes have passed from the 


Irst whistle. During the interval, po- 
licemen have re-enforced the warning 
ny parading, like sandwich men, bear- 
ing signs, "Take cover!" 
Motorcars 


bearing similar warnings, illuminated, 
tooting sirens to attract attention, have 
flashed through tho suburbs. On Pic- 
adrlly special policemen, the citizen 
guard called up In case of emergency, 
ire appearing in the steel shrapnel hel- 
mets worn by the troops in France. 


City Holds Its Breath. 


There is silence; the city seems to 


hold its breath, as it waits. 
The 


streets are empty; the police, their 
work done, stand in doorways. 
The 


iccasional noise of a belated omnibus 
rumbling along at top speed, or per- 
haps of an ambulance hurrying to its 
tation, seems unbearable. 
To me. 


'hose ten or twenty minutes of silence 
ire harder on the nerves than any 
Bombardment. 
I think most people 


feel the same; the noise of the first 
bomb, of the first gun, comes as a 
positive relief. 


After the warning had been given at 


rlie time of one recent raid, I w ent into 
the middle of one of the great London 
parks, and from there witnessed the 
most determined attack, and by far the 
createst volume of gunfire, that the 
city has yet been called upon to en- 
lure. The firing had not begun when 
[ entered the park, through which be- 
atcd wayfarers were hurrying home- 
wards. Then I saw streamers in the 
sky to the eas£ down the Thames, 
that was the playing of searchlights 
ar away, heard muffled reports, saw 
the flashes of guns, and, rarely, the 
reat orange glare that bears no re- 
semblance to the yellowish white light 


cannon makes while firing. The or- 


\nge glares were exploding bombs, 
vlth which German airmen were try- 
ng to blow civilians, cowering In 
heir little homes in the eastern sub- 
irbs, to pieces. 


Noise of Guns Terrific. 


Soon the fringe of guns around the 


metropolis began firing, and the long 
vhine of shells crossing each other's 
paths and exploding in & circle around 
he city showed that the cunning en- 
•my pilots had. for the first time, di- 
vided their forces into many groups, 


about, 
stones 


sounding 
as they 


like scattered 
ripped 
their 


and were trying to penetrate the bar- 
rage simultaneously at many places. 
The noise of the guns at this time was 
terrific; I have heard a greater din 


through the foliage or smacked against 
the turf. It was too hot to be pleas- 
ant; but there was no cover, and I 
stood my ground. 


The result of all this fire, I learned 


next day, was that out of some twenty 
German airplanes that tried to get 
over London and drop bombs, only two 
succeeded in penetrating the barrage. 
One of them I heard, during a lull in 
the firing; the deep note of the Gotha 
double engine, which sounds like the 
hum of a gigantic beehive, !s unlike 
the noise of any other sort of airplane, 
and cannot be mistaken. (Deleted by 
censor.) 


* 
Casualties Are Light. 


Shrapnel and pieces of shell mus 


come down during a barrage, but it ha; 
been found that the fragments rarely 
if ever pierce even the flimsiest roof 
Consequently the casualties from shel 
fire would be none if everybody kep 
indoors, and, since most; people do 
they are very small. The danger even 
from a bomb that explodes in the 
street outside a house is not great; the 
authorities after six full-dress raids 
are convinced that unless the enemy 
commences pouring gas upon a help 
less population, he will not succeed in 
materially raising the death rate. 


The park from which I saw the great 


struggle was deserted; so were the 
streets from which I watched the next 
two raids. The attacks seemed much 
like one another; there was the same 
rush for cover, the same sinister si- 
lence broken by the same noises, the 
same lights in the sky, the same buzz- 
ing as a Gotha or tw o won through the 
barrage, the same noises of bombs in 
the distant suburbs, and patter of shell 
fragments in the street. (Deleted by 
the censor.) 


By staying outside, I found that 


saw fireworks and heard noises, but 
learned little of the way Londoners 
were taking the attacks, so on a later 
night, when another attack was sig- 
naled as I w as cliniig in a famous res- 
taurant in Regent street, I determined 
to visit a tube. There was a crisis in 
the restaurant; the waiters sensibly re- 
fused to go on serving dinner, and 
pointed eloquently to the largo sky- 
light overhead. The manager, frantic 
at tho thought of losing his night's 
custom, insisted; but most of 
the 


guests soh ed the difficulty by retreat- 
ing to the wine cellar. My companion 
arid I, having eaten half way through 
tho dinner, paid half the bill, and hur- 
ried to a tube station just before the 
firing commenced. 


People Rush to Tubes. 


The London lubes are not built like 


the New York subway, most of which 
runs just under the street level. They 
are bored one, two and three hundred 
feet deep, and reached by elevators 
and circular stairways, the latter sup- 
posed to be used only in emergency. 
We found a crowd, admirably handled 
by special policemen, being marshaled 
rapidly from the street through the 
doors of the station. The four eleva- 
tors were running, each taking 75 
people down per trip. We decided to 
walk. 
All the way down, 200 feet, 


were men, women and children sit- 
ting huddled ^ilong the circular stair- 
way. On each landing was a special 
policeman, who kept open a passage. 
AYhen we reached the bottom we found 
the place packed to suffocation. The 
trains were not running, for passen- 
gers could not have forced their way 
through the crowd. 


Most of the refugees were Russians, 


Poles, Lithuanians or southern Euro- 
peans. The crowd was like" a typical 
gathering on the New York East side. 
Just such scenes would be witnessed, 
I thought, if enemy airplanes bombard- 
ed New York. 
This station, on the 


Metropolitan railway, is not situated In 
a foreign quarter. 


The people most scared by the raids 


were not English. I think the evidence 
of the tubes, where the atmosphere 
became unspeakably vile after a few 
hours of overcrowding, where at least 
two people have been crushed to death 
and 
many 
injured 
during panics, 


proves that the terrorism the Germans 
seek to produce here is effective only 
among the kind of people the Germans 
themselves understand; and if the ma- 
jority of Germans in the great Ger- 
man cities behave like the foreign 
quarter of London when their turn 
comes to face sky bombardments, the 
weapon of reprisal may become a most 
important military asset to the allies. 


Many Germans in Crowd. 


There remains in London a consider- 


able German population; and the per- 
centage of Germanic faces in the tube 
station was striking and amusing. Dur- 
ing the ten minutes that we remained, 
before the foul air compelled us to 
withdraw, I counted more than one 
hundred men of apparent Teutonic 
physiognomy; and I did not see more 
than one, hundred English in the place. 
There was a well-dressed English- 
woman near me, who remarked to her 
companion In disgust, as she gazed on 
the crowd about her, "My dear, if only 
the trains were running, we might ride 
to one of the Mayfair stations. I am

In one very 6>ep tube shaft, at 
Islington, where the population suf- 
fered more than elsewhere In daylight 


hall- raids months ago, women and children 
way sat huddled all day long, and half the 


night, until the practice was stopped. 


Nerves of English Unshaken. 


The Germans attack London to ter- 


rify the population; they cannot do 
damage of military importance from 
the heights they «are compelled to 
maintain. They have succeeded in up- 
setting a portion of the alien popu- 
lation, mostly Ignorant people, and in 
paralyzing with fear those of their own 
kindred who live in London. They sig- 
nally failed to break the nerves of the 
Englishmen and Englishwomen here. 
The evidence of the tubes upon that 
point is conclusive. 


"At least half the women I saw in the 


tube had babies in their arms, or small 
children. They sat huddled up against 
the walls, in dumb terror, for the most 
part. Here and there, where alarm be- 
came vocal, tactful and sympathetic 
specials dealt with the patient. In all 
cases a threat to eject the disturber 
into the street was sufficient to restore 
quiet. One pathetic feature was the 
presence of dogs and cats, lugged 
along by boys and girls who did not 
wish" to leave their pets to face the 
peril above; the presence of live stock 
is against the rules, but kind-hearted 
Bobbies could not but look the other 
w ay. I saw one pet monkey, in a red 
coat, sitting on the shoulder of a 
man, 
presumably an organ grinder, but 


without his organ. 


Clubmen Ignore Attacks. 


The scene now shifts to an atmos- 


phere ultra-English, the interior of a 
Piccadilly club, the next evening. The 
raid w as on. The attitude of the men 
in the smoking room was one of ab- 
solute indifference. Most of them re- 
frained from talking about the attack. 
When a piece of shell broke a glass 
conservatory the man who was telling 
a story of lion hunting in Africa went 
on without a pause. Here and there 
a head was lifted. That was all. The 
feeling seemed to be that since the 
Germans w ere trying to disturb the 
normal life of London and scare- lief 
citizens, the best answer to their at- 
tempts was to ignore them altogether; 
not If Ik about them or pay any atten- 
tion to them. When the subject was 
mentioned, the tone was alwavs one of 
contempt, or amusement 
or quiet 


Sronv. That attitude, throughout all 
classes of English people, I believe is 
maintained. 
The Englishman is not 


an emotional creature; he is the last 
person a sensible man would attempt 
to fluster or stampede, which is per- 
haps why the Germans, whoso estimate 
of other people's psychology is inva- 
riably wrong, have tried by raids on 
London to throw him off his balance. 
And English women "plan up" to Eng- 
lish men—or vice versa. 


The material results of thc.se attacks 


have been ridiculously small. I am 
not allowed to detail the damage, but 
I have seen a good deal of it, and 
looked over charts which show the 
location of every bomb dropped in Lon- 
don. 
The results, considering the vio- 


lent battles waged, can only be de- 
scribed as absurd. More people are 
injured by traffic every d;vj 
r in the- 


streets of London than are killed or 
wounded by German airplanes. 
The5 


actual air raid casualties in the city 
this year are something like one-fourth 
the number of street accidents during- 
the month of September. 


Defenses Are Wonderful. 


The defenses of London have done 


setter than the most sanguine expect- 
ed, beating back, night after night* 
nine out of ten airplanes which have 
never been visible to the gunners. How, 
this Is Jone would! make a fascinating- 
story ; but Germans, as well as Ameri-»

Par!«.—One of the latest nnd most 
•ucccssful •‘confidence games*’ In the 
United States today» judging from let­ 
ters and newspaper reports, Is the ««- 
»crtlon of nondescripts that they aro 
returned American ‘‘heroes'* of the 
French foreign legion, or of the Lafay­ 
ette escadrlllc. 
Ahnost daily the le­ 
gionaries and aviators nt tlie front 
•end me clippings from American pa­ 
pers which tell of the valorous exploits 
of a certain man *‘back from the war.” 
Whose deeds and often whose name 
are unknown on the battle front. It Is 
at the request of many of the brave 
Americans who are really flghtlng that 
I write a woid of warning against the 
fraudulent “warriors** W’ho arc exploit­ 
ing the w’ar fever in the United States, 
writes Paul Ayres Rockwell in the 
Chicago News. 
Some Never Reach Europe. 
Some of the impostors have never 
been in Europe at a ll; some came over 
and enlisted In the allied ranks, then 
managed by one means or another, 
e%en by downright desertion, to return 
to Anierica before ever viewing the 
firing line. 
Others impersonate the men \vho are 
In France olTering their lives in the 
fight against the Germans. 
Sergt. 
Frederick Zlnn of Battle Creek, Mich., 
the famous aviator-obscrvor, recently 
received a copy of the Ilnod River 
(Ore.) News for July 11, 1917, contain­ 
in g a story beginning: “Frederick AV. 
Zlnn, an American who has seen active 
service in the aviation corps of the al­ 
lied armies in France, spent several 
daj^s last week in Hood River, and 
those wiio met him were thrilled by his 
stories of aerial combat in the war 
zone. 
Mr. Zinn came west to find a 
half brother and sister, from Avhom he 
has become separated since he went 
to Europe. 
He traced them to Port­ 
land, and was told there that they had 
been,adopted by a Hood River family.** 
The article goes on at length and 
gives some personal details about Ser­ 
geant Zlnn which the impostor prob­ 
ably gleaned from news reports. The 
real Sergeant Zinn has no half broth- 
era or sisters. He returned to France 
from a short leave in America last 
March. 
Another clipping from

London.—^Britain’s grand fleet is not 
only the greatest and most powerful ag­ 
gregation of superfighting vessels ever 
assembled by a nation but is undoubt­ 
edly governed by one of the most efll- 
clent business administrations in naval 
history. The enormous outpouring of 
treasure in money and supplies requir­ 
ed to Iccep the grand fleet in condition 
to leave at a moment’s notice for an 
engagement; w^ith the enemy accom­ 
plishes maximum results. 
After a 
week’s visit with the fleet, the New 
York Sun’s correspondent was able to 
obtain a general idea of the results at­ 
tained and of the plans upon which 
this enormous fighting force operates. 
Primarily the grand fleet is protect­ 
ing England from an attack by the Ger­ 
man fleet. 
Since the beginning of the 
Avar Germany has known of the exist­ 
ence of this superior force lying silent­ 
ly in Avait at its base in northern Ava- 
ters and the thought of contact with it 
has kept the Teuton navy w^ell within 
protected harbors.

At 
a given hour he sends out a message 
saying tho enemy is sighted in a cer* 
tain position. The fleet is supposed to 
be sailing at a givén speed and when 
the various vessels come within range 
they proceed to engage tlie enemy. On 
paper many German fleets have been 
sunk and many allied ships have sunk 
to Davy Jones* locker. Another metlv

— At certain periods tho 
greatest city In the world has endured 
almost nightly attacks from squadrons 
of gigantic airplanes with their accom-

have belched into the sky more than 
twenty projectiles per gun per minute. 
The reporter who tries to write a 
descriptive story of these raids and 
their elTect is faced by the disturbing 
fact that 7,000,000 Londoners behave, 
under fire, in half a million different 
ways. 
Tragedy and buffoonery, tears 
and laughter, joyous excitement and 
terror, revelry and prayer, I have seen 
each a score of times repeated, in a 
?core of groups, wiiile the Gothas 
were buzzing overhead. 
Perhaps the

They have succeeded in up­ 
setting a portion of the alien popu­ 
lation, mostly ignorant people, and in 
paralyzing with fear those of their o w h 
kindred who live in London.

Opened negotiations with Germany for 
an agreement to govern the treatment 
of prisoners of war taken by either na- 
tion. This is being done with the hope 
of securing the best possible conditions 
for Americans taken prisoner on the 
battle front, and to show Germany bow 
well German prisoners in the United 
States are being treated. 


Already, through the Red Cross at 


Geneva, the United States has begun 
forwarding food and other necessaries 
to Americans held in Germany, ol 
whom there are now more than one 
hundred. 


Get Plenty of Money. 


German military prisoners of war in 


the United States, besides receiving ev- 
ery necessity and comfort,'have the 
pay and privileges of their rank in the 
United States army and navy. They 
are housed in model sanitary camps, 
and recently one of the prisoners send 
ing a letter to his prospective wife in 
Germany wrote that the pay he would 
accumulate during his imprisonment 
would not only permit him to retire 
from the navy, but would set them uj 
in a little business as well. 


Photographs showing the comfort- 


able surroundings of interned Germans 
in this country have been forwarded 
to Germany by the war departmen 
through the state department and 
neutral agent. They are intended t 
show that Interned Germans are wel 
treated by. the United States and to re- 
veal the expectation of the United 
States that similar consideration wil 
be shown American soldiers and sail 
ors who may be captured by Germany

Dr. Millar Now Near Front. 
Mr. and Mn. 6 Miley Miller, of Get. 


tyeburg, formerly of Hampton, have re- 
ceived another interesting letter from 
their eon, Dr. Edgar A. Miller, who ia a 
physician on the Western Front He hat 
the rank of lieutenant and for some weeks 
wao stationed at a large hospital at Leeds, 
England. Jn a recent letter be told that 
he had been ordered to be ready to move 
on sboit notice and the one just now re- 
ceived ia dated "With British Expedi 
tionary Force, France, November 27th, 
1917." He eays in part: 


"I was ordered from East Leeds Hos- 


pital, November 27th. Came to France 
November 22, and for the past few days 
have been having some real soldier life. 
Am attached as medical officer to a 
British regiment; the regular medical of- 
ficer is home on a two weeks' leave. I 
hare several hundred troops under me. I 
was never given any instruction* and 
when I got to the regiment the medical 
officer had gone and it was up to me to 
do the best I could. I am the only Am 
erican here. 


"We a*e marching up to the Front, and 


expect to be in the trenches in a few 
days. We marched about nine miles to- 
day. I am a mounted officer. It rained 
nearly the whole way. Mud, mud, mud, 
some of the poor Tommies gave out, 
dragging through the mud. 


"We are billeted in a French village 


to-niKht. An English major and I have 
quarters in a farm house and are very 
comfortable lor the night. At the last 
village our quarters were bad. We have 
a nice clean room here and have electric 
lights but at the last place bad only a 
candle in a dark, dirty room. This is 
some life 


"I am beginning to see the stupendous 


organization of this thing. You cannot 
realize it or could not believe it unless by 
actually seeing it for yourself 
We are 


not many mile's from the Front and can 
hear the guns and see flashes at night. 


'It is cold and wet over here, with 


water and mud everywhere 
Have good 


warm clothing and 1 ride on marches so 
I do not mind it. I suppose that the 
Front and the trenches will be an experi- 
ence for me. All these officers have been 
in the war for the past three years. They 
take it as a game and don't think much 
about it. It is old to them. The major 
was telling one of his experiences. He 
has been at Gallilopi, Egypt, and all 
along the Western Front. 


"I met about 30 or 40 United States 


physicians from English hospitals on my 
way over here, saw quite a few who 
crossed the Atlantic with me. I had very

I 
was sorry to leave Leeds for I made some 
waJrn friends at the hospital and they 
also seemed sorry to have me go. 


"Camping in these billets everything 


is scattered. You billet at one place, 
moos at another, have u,edieal aid post at 
another, headquarters at another, etc., 
etc. 


"We have passed through many French 


villagos and towns during the past few 
days, and all of them look about the same 
to me. The people are mostly of the 
peasant class in this part of the country. 
They are hard working folk. Here most 
of the farmers live in villages and farm 
their places outside. There is aa much 
difference in their mode of life, compared 
with that in the United States, as there 
is between day and night. 


"I know I will soon be in more or less 


danger of gas, shells and many other 
things, but thousands have been in this 
war for the paet three years and have 
gotten through, so «e must hope for the 
best."

East Berlin at the outbreak of the war to 
join a medical unit.

There is as much 
difference in their mode of life, compared 
with that in the United States, as there 
is between day and night, 
“I know I will soon be in more or less
